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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Bentsen (US 
4673383, figure 8) is the closest art of record and teaches reclosable closure structure with one 
^ single pair of ribs 55 extending from the flanges of each base member. The difference is that 
claim 1 requires "a single flange for attachment of the closure to a web or film extends laterally 
from only one of the two base members'' while flanges extend from each side of the male/female 
closures of Bentsen. While Kapperman et al. (US 6004032, figure 1 1) teaches a closure fastener 
wherein a single flange extends from the female member 154 and there are no flanges extending 
from either side of the male member 152, there is no suggestion from Kapperman et al. to 
modify the device of Bentsen to remove all but one flange of the device of Bentsen while 
maintaining the rib structure.
